I pon’t remember ever having written to you before this;

time doubtful, and has never entirely got rid of a certain Druidical 
flavour that still about it)—a thrill went right through me, 
and had I been a Spiritualist, I should have felt convinced that the 
Shade of Garrick was at my elbow, looking over my shoulder, and 
inquiring, in a chilly whisper, ‘‘ May I ask if you are addressing me?” 
Yes, my dear Davip JAMES, you are the only member of the Theatri- 
cal Profession who, as far as I am aware, the honoured name 
of Davip; and that you have also something of the Garrick stuff in 
you I wili honestly take my Davy, and aver that from what we have 
read of GARRICK, you are at least half-a-Davy, as Rosson was quite 
three-quarters of Lim. 

So you are not going to revive Our Boys at the Criterion, and 
CHARLES WYNDHAM is going to reappear there himself with a new 
Comedy.
